\Vidncsday, October 1st, 1924.^ 
Left home with F. and Cliffe at 8 
ti ir. for Southampton, Dear -Bees 
thiiu to see me off.

Doarded the Homeric at ll.BO. F. 
pK.ised with my cabins. Manager of 
the Line receiv&d me with great kind- 
ness. I and one member of my Staff 
arc guests of the Company (White 
Star). P. very cheerful, but our good- 
hye a wrench in spite of her uplifted 
courage. We are parted hut never 
separated ! 

Off at 12 sharp. Got to work at 
once. Letters and proofs for post at 
Cherbourg, where many passengers 
and heavy mails taken off from two 
tugs by the slowest procedure pos- 
sible! 

My steward promises us a fair pas- 
sage. Every one very nice. Looked 
round v/ith Cliffe — fine boat; was the 
German Columbiis, and the Germans 
have already built another like her. 
The two happened to sail together a 
few weeks ago, and kept together 
across the Atlantic. 

Some very kind telegrams — Chief, 
Peyron {Lt.-Comm,issioner, France), 
dear Mary (Brigadier Booth), Sir 
Washington Ranger, Sowton (Cor>t- 
missioner, Canada East), and others. 
Now we shall see what the Atlantic

Thursday, 2nd. — At $ea. Fair night;

Weather rcporicd ttettei" ahead. V/rote 
.some letters and dietated an hour or 
two. Smith very helpful. Walked a 
little. 

Somewhat depressed and burdened, 
and perhaps careworn. Ought I to 
feel so acutely as I do the cares of 
the Kim^dom, seeing that it is God's 
Kingdom? Lord, increase my faith!

Saturday, 4th. — At sea. Very rough 
night; quite a storm for a few hours. 
This boat is really e.\cellent for bad 
weather. I strongly recommend her! 

Lovely day to-day — sun and gentle 
breeze. What a contrast! Delightful! 
Walked an hour or so. Refreshing 
talk with Mapp on the coming Cam- 
paign; he is strong in faith. Knows 
and h'kes the people. 

Our passengers do not much im- 
press me. — Pretty sight this evening — 
millions of luminous jelly-fish; vei-y 
striking. A strange bird accosted us; 
was it a stormy petrel? This bird 
often flies as though walking on the 
sea and thus gets its name after 
Peter. 

Some work and serious thought; but 
nothing done, alas! of any conse- 
quence to-day. 

Monday, 6th. — At sea. A fair night 
after a stormy twenty-four hours. 
Continues warmer. The two days' run 
1,000 miles less ten; good. 

A truly marvellous sunset this eve- 
ning — such gold and green, such 
flashing fires, with the most amazing 
contrasts. Surely, as Job said, "by 
His Spirit He has garnished the 
Heavens." 

Tuesday, 7th. — At $ea. Good night. 
Worked some hours to-day. Several 
London cables. £2,000 gift from a 
friend on whom I have rather come 
to rely. Praise Gnd! 

Very interesting talk with Sir John 
Hanbury-Williams. He was with the 
Czar from the beginning of the War 
till his fall. Sir John speaks of him 
as a serious and well-intentioned man. 
He has great hopes for Russia. Thinks 
another year or so will make a groat 
difference, Liltea the people. I asked 



him, "Have they a man?" he replied, 
"Yes — to run the higher finance, but 
perhaps not to run a railway. That is 
the question — Can practical men of 
ability be found?" 

Speaks of his visits to our Army 
Institutions. First came to know us 
by knowing the late Earl Grey; and 
first met our people in Buluwayo, then 
again in the Quebec Hostel. All very 
interesting. An able man. 

Some talk with the Manager of 
work for sailors on rather a large 
scale in New York. Is himself a 
Christian man, but acknowledges that 
they do little in leading their men to 
Salvation. I made an earnest appeal 
to him to strive to bring them to 
decision. 

Wednesday, 8th, — Arrived in the 
river outside New York at 5 a.m., and 
got into dock about 11. Several news- 
paper representatives, with whom 
Commissioner Mapp dealt, though on 
leaving I stood to fourteen photog- 
raphers ! 

Estill (Commia.iioner) , Holz, Park- 
er, Jenkins (Colonels) , and others on 
the Wharf.

Friday, lOth— After an awful night 
in the train, arrived Toronto, The 
rolling stock and road in shocking 
state just now. 

Met by Sowton (Commissioner), 
Powley (Colonel, Chief Secretary), 
and many Offlcers. AU glad to see 
me. The inevitable photographers in 
force! To billet at the Training Gar- 



rison. The Cadets gave me a very 
striking welcome; appointed them my 
bodyguard for the Campaign! Rather 
a fine-looking lot, and the spin't of 
all unmistakably "Army." 

At 10 o'clock, newspaper folks and 
more photographers. — News from 
London mixed. 

Saturday, 11th. — Toronto. Really 
wonderful Meeting last night in the 
Arena (o kind of covered Stadium 
seating 10,000). Fully 8,000 people 
present, besides seven or eight hun- 
dred who took part. A mighty wel- 
come. 

Spake briefly through the Amplifier. 
The warmth manifest, and the intense 
interest in every event, very stirring. 
The whole Demonstration presented a 
kind of Salvation Army world in min- 
iature. We closed with twenty or more 
new Candidates at the Altar. Alto- 
gether a memorable scene and a fine 
opening of the Campaign. Every one 
in good spirits. 

After a good night's rest, Mapp and 
Sowton at 9.30. — London cables. How 
they follow me! — Dictated. Looked 
over my preparation for the coming 
Councils. — The newspapers very good 
about yesterday. 

At 3 o'clock, took the Salute from 
a procession of some 2,000 Soldiers. 
More uniformed men, I think, than 
on my previous vL^sit. 

To the splendid front of the City 
Hall at 4. It is difUcult to estimate 
the crowd, but a moderate figure 
would be 10,000 — with rare exceptions, 
men. A wonderful sight. The Mayor 
read a very warm address. I replied, 
speaking about a quarter of an hour. 
The Magnavox excellent. A fine tro- 
phy of flags, with my portrait, on the 
fionl of the Hall, with an illuminated 
welcome. First time this has been per- 
mitted, except in the case of the 
Prince of Wales. 

I spoke straight before me on "The 
greater Things." I believe the Holy 
Ghost was with us.

The 
Infantile mortality is very high in 
Kenya Colony— about seventy-five 
per "cent! This terrible death-rate is 
fai-gely due to the ignorance of par- 
ents concerning the common laws of 
domestic hygiene. It is no unusual 
thing for the Army Officer to deal 
with several hundreds of poor people, 
women and children, in the course of 
a few days. 

One of the most prevalent diseases 
is partial blindness, caused by neglect 
to cleanse the eyes from matter which 
is carried by flies from the sores of 
animals. It "is quite common to see 
people, children especially, with their

It goes to show 
tliat in an attempt to keep a variety 
of .subjects ^o the front, I may some 
times fail to carry ont to completion 

The removal of a focus of infection, 
as m the teeth or tonsils, or intestines, 
is always followed by recovery from 
heart conditions, when such conditions 
are caused by the infection and are 
not yet organic. 

Conditions that are caused by some 
thing definite, as in these cases, and 
that disappear when the causes are 
removed, are said to be symptomatic. 

Conditions that were symptomatic in 
the beginning may be perpetuated 
after the cause is removed for the 
reason that the same cause — in this 
instance an infection — may have caus- 
ed actual changes in the heart muscle, 
or in the valves or other structures 
of the heart. When these structural 
changes have come about the condition 
is ciilled organic. It is then that the 
"damage" has been done. 

But to go back to the condition de- 
scribed, or at least suggested, by my 
correspondent. 

The original symptoms may be per- 
sisting because the final focus of 
infection has not actually been re- 
moved. Often infeetion of the tonsils 
or teeth extend to some of the sinuses 
or to the intestines. In one ease — my 
own case — it had extended from the 
teeth into the jawbone; where it caused 
the heart symptoms to persist until 
after I had the foci removed by four 
successive operations. This was fol- 
lowed by my complete and uninterrupt- 
ed recovery, now extending over 
several years. 

Remember it only takes a small fo- 
cus to cause a large amount of 
mischief. Hunt for it with the X-ray 
until you iind it — the only way it can 
be located. 

At 'the same time have your heart 
examined to determine whether organ- 
ic changes have actually occurred. If 
they have developed, voluntarily adjust 
yourself to that condition under the 
advice of your physician. With a 
properly ottered Ufe" you thus may 
live to extreme old age and die of 
other causes.

r'OMMANDANT and Mrs. Hanna, 
^^ now retired from active service, 
have a career of loiip and faithful 
service to their credit Both have seen 
the Army in the Dominion grow from 
a small force of sti-uggling soldiery, 
beset on every hand by the jeers and 
sneers of a hostile populace to the 
wonderful organisation commanding 
the respect and admiration of all, 
which it is to-day. 

The Commandant, who is a Canadi- 
an, of Irish stock, was born at Kirk- 
ston, Ont., and forty-three years ago 
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Commandant and Mrs. Hanna 

came west to Manitoba, where he took 
up farming at Hamiota. Those were 
the days of the log cabin and pioneer 
settler, and long and hard did young 
Bob Hanna have to toil to wrest his 
daily bread from the virgin prairie. 
A Strange Experience 
When still quite a young man, a 
.strange experience befell him, wliich 
shows that God is not confined to 
means in dealing with the souls of 
mankind. He relates how one day, 
whilst cutting hay with a macliine 



mower, the Holy Spirit spoke directly 
to his heart, convincing him of sin and 
of a coming judgment. Making the 
mower a Penitent-Form, the humbled 
young farmer knelt down right there 
and then in deep contrition, and under 
the blue canopy of Heaven felt the 
burden of his sins roll away. 

Whilst the full joy of his newly- 
acquired knowledge was yet fresh upon 
him another visitation, equally as 
strange, came to him. A voice sounded 
in his ear, "Go to Brandon," What 
could this mean, the young convert 
pandered. Brandon was fifty miles 
away. What could there be for him 
in that city. However, he obeyed and, 
leaving his team in the stable, trudged 
along the dusty trail for many hours 
Until he reached the city. 

Amazing the Citizens 

He had never seen The Salvation 
Army before, but intuitively he felt 
led to acquaint himself with the Sal- 
vationists, who were then amazing the 
citizens with their out-and-out manner 
of preaching the Cospel. The re.sult 
was that young Hanna presented him- 
self as an applicant for Soldiership 
and, after a somewhat lengthy period 
of probation, was enrolled. His ex- 
perience on presenting himself for 
Officership was somewhat discourag- 
ing, for it was not until after the third 
application that he was finally accept- 
ed and his hope fully realised. 

Six months at Brandon — then a 
Training Corps — was all the training 
that Cadet Hanna had, and he was 
then commissioned as a Lieutenant to 
assist at the Social Farm, Little York, 
Toronto. Then came the Toronto Men's 
Shelter, and for many years he labor- 
ed in the interests of the Army's 
Social Work in various cities of east- 
ern Canada. At Brampton, Ont., an 
important event occurred, namely his 
marriage to Captain Susie Eaynor. 

Whilst stationed in Quebec City, 
Commandant and Mrs. Hanna accom- 



plished much good in the Social Work 
and saw many souls brought to God, 
Mrs. Adjutant Steele and Mrs. Adju- 
tant H. Dray being among the fruits 
of their earnest toil. The Newcomers' 
Inn, Toronto, was also opened by them, 
and they had the privilege of accom- 
modating hundreds of immigrants in 
the Institution. 

Managed Farm Colony 
After their transfer to the West, 
Commandant and Mrs. Hanna spent a 
short period at Kenora, then for seven 
years managed the Army's Farm Col- 
ony at Tisdale, Sask., where much 
useful work was done. Kildonan 
Home followed, and in the manage- 
ment of this Home four years were 
spent in helping wayward girls. A 
little over a year of service followed 
in the native work at Glen Vowell, in 
Northern B. C. Here they learned to 
love our Native Comrades and served 
their interests faithfully, until Mis. 
Hanna failed in health, this necessitat- 
ing a rest. The last appointment of 
our Comrades was at the Regina Social 
Settlement, where the Commandant 
was responsible in caring for the 
grounds and property. 

Pioneer Officer in Canada 

Mrs, Hanna was bom in Norfolk, 
Eng. She met with the Army in Lon- 
don, where at Shepherds' Bush, as a 
trained nurse, she was accepted for 
OiRcership. Commissioned in 1886 she 
was sent to Canada with a small party 
of Officers and became a pioneer Officer 
at Yarmouth, Nova Scotia. Her first 
convert at a Jail Meeting here became 
an Officer in the U. S. A. At Lunen- 
burg the jailer's wife was converted 
in the Meetings, causing her husband 
to become furious with rage. He, how- 
ever, was taken hold of by the Spirit 
of God and was converted also. Both 
are now Soldiers in the States. 

For ten years Mrs. Hanna labored 
in Prince Edward Island, when the 
work in that part of the country was 
new. Many Comrades now in Canada 
West recall witli interest the good 
work accomplished by her there as a 
Field Officer.

Alaska Native Comrades Visit B.C. 

A Week's Trip to Picturesque Indian Towns fay Boat 

Results in Stirring Meetings and Eight Surrenders 

—The Great Chief's Sudden and Dramatic 

Call from the Platform 

The next morning, after an Open-Air 
Meeting, we marched down to the landing- 
stage, where after more singing, and pray- 
er, we boarded the boat, and headed up the 
river to another pretty little town. Fishery 
Bay, which is surrounded by high, snow- 
clad mountains. Here the town Band 
and many citizens came to meet us, and 
welcomed us in a hearty manner- After 
prayer we proceeded to the Church Hall, 
where we had dinner. The Mayor and 
several chiefs and friends made short 
speeches, and the Band played selections.

The GENERAL and 
Smpire Settlement 

A Practical Offier tovards. the Solution 

of the ITnemployment Difficulty 

,' in Britain 

BY mean'^ of a letter^ '"Kie Times," 
the General has niade another 
practical contribution, arid a not less 
practical offer, towards Empire settle- 
ment as a solution of the terrible un- 
employment diiflculty at home, says 
tJie British "War Cry." Following the 
Eciraewhat ttiemorable debate on these 
(juustions in the House of Commons, 
when all parties appeared to be more 
or less in agreement on the need for a 
better distribution of the people vdthin 
the Empire, the Genera! wrote that 
there were three matters to which he 
would especially like to call attention: 

1. Some revision of the present fin- 
ancial methods Is needed. We must 
Tiiake it posBluJe lor any suiiable per- 
son for whom work ia assured to be 
forthwith transferred to where that 
work is. 

2. Provision is needed here in the 
Homeland for men with families who 
wish to go, to secure some practical 
tniining in agriculture (ploughing, 
milking, handling of horses, etc.). 
Many of these emigrants, though not 
drawn from rural areas, would tiius be 
helped to qualify for acceptance under 
one or other overseas Government 
scheme. 

3. The importance of leaving the 
Government free to deal with the as- 
pects of settlement overseas rather 
than limiting it so largely to matters 
of transport. 

The General proceeds to refer with 
satisfaction to the hundreds of unem- 
ployed British boys whom the Army, 
after giving them a period of training 
at our Hadleigh Land Colony, has sent 
to new lands overseas, where they are 
giving a good account of themselves. 
He adds: 

" . . . . Requests for more than nearly 
ten times greater than, owing to our 
slender financial resources, we can sup- 
ply. But we are doing all we can, and 
very gratifying work it is. Applica- 
tions at the rate of 7,000 boys per 
annum are now coming to our hands. 

'There is, however, another class of 
would-be emigrant whose claim is even 
stronger than that of the boys. I refer 
to the married man between thirty and 
forty with a wife and children. The 
harassing urgency of such' cases is be- 
ing daily pressed upon me. . . . 

'I believe there are thousands of such 
men now deteriorating in every way, 
who would be deeply thankful to get a 
chance to work.elsewhere, and I would 
propose three months' agricultural in- 
tensive training, which would give 
them the qualifications necessary to 
make them welcome overseas. . . 

'For such a scheme I think the 
Government ^ill give 50 per cent of 
the cost, and I am willing to make a 
small experiment and to provide the 
balance. We propose that the men 
should come to the Training Camp and 
the women and children would remain 
at home until the time for sailing. 
I am convinced. that it would be true 
economy if the Govenuaent were to 
capitalize the dole and pay the full 
cost of such training ..." 

Well may the General, as he does 
in conclusion, urge the Government to 
"push on vrith all existing schemes. 

"... The state of affairs mentioned 
by Sir Victor Warrender in the course 
of the discussion referred to— 'In 
Great Britain 1,250,000 unemployed, 
and over 2,000,000 people living under 
conditions of which every one must be 
ashamed' — is really appalling. And 
the astounding thing about it is that 
It need not be I"

International Peace Memo ; 'al 

THE esteem in which the :r>te Presi- 
dent Harding was held by Cana- 
dians, as well as their enduiii^g friead- 
ship for America, will soon be avm- 
bolized in granite and bronze. A Hatd- 
ing International Goodwill Memorial 
is to be erected in Stanley I'arlc, Van- 
cover, and the dedication will take 
place this month. 

The Memorial is in the form of a 
combined monument and seat, 37 feet 
wide and 11 feet high. As the natural 
background of giant fir trees, for 
which Stanley Park is famous, would 
have dwarfed a shaft monument, ^ 
design of greater breadth than height 
was chosen. ; 

In the centre of the memorial' are 
two figures extending olive branches 
and holdi.'ng, one on either side, the 
seals of the United States and Can- 
ada, while at each end of the seiini- 
circular granite seat is poised a bronze 
American eagle. 

Sunk in the granite floorinp at the 
feet of the bronze figures, a reflecting 
pool, encircled by a garden of flowers, 
will mirror the group. Between the fig- 
ures a bronze plaque with the profile 
of Mr. Harding in bas-relief will bear 
the following extract from his Van- 
couver speech: 

"What an object lesson of peace is 
shown today by our two countries to 
all the world. No grim-faced fortifi- 
cations mark our frontiers, no huge 
battleships patrol our dividing waters, 
no stealthy spies lurk in our tranquil 
border hamlets. Only a scrap of paper, 
recording hardly more than a simple 
understanding, safeguards lives and 
properties on the Great Lakes, dnii 
only humble mileposts mark the in- 
viofahle boundary line for thousands 
of miles through farm and forest. 

"Our protection is in our fraternity, 
our armor is our faith; the tie that 
binds more firmly year by ' year is 
ever-increasing acquaintance and cQin 
radeship through interchange of citi- 
zens; and the compact is not of per- 
ishable parchment, but of fair and 
honorable dealing, which, God grant, 
shall continue for all time."

No. 1. About Proper Breathing 

By a Songster Leader 

singing is an art, and like all other 
;ii'-= it requires a lot of time, patience, 
iiii I instruction before a singer can get 
U!c best results. 

iiefore suggesting any set of exer- 
1 i,^i'.s, I would like to mention som_e- 
ihiiig in regaid to breathing. It is 
lipre we start. 

I [iresume we could say something 
ill regard to the pharynx, the larynx, 
and so on, but we will pass them for 
tlie moment. To simply take in a long 
breath, as you would by distending the 
covers of & pair of bellows and en- 
deavouring to hold the bellows out so 
tiiat the air did not escape is not good 
enough for a singer. Some singers 
have the habit of shutting off the air 
with their throat. This is injurious 
and painful and far from being the 
coirect method. 

The breath should be controlled by 
strong muscles that are made to do 
that work. This muscle lies below the 
lungs and is called the diaphragm. The 
simple exercise of breathing in ten, 
holding ten and blowing out twenty, 
or even less than that, is helpful in 
the developing of this muscle. Take 
a long breath, then open your mouth 
to sing or speak and note if the air 
rushes out quickly, or if you can con- 
trol the amount of air that rushes 
out. Then take a long breath, have 
a glass neai^ to your mouth and sing 
a few notes. If the glass is moistened, 
you are using far too much breath. 
If it remains dry, then you can readily 
believe that you have control of your 
breath. 

At first, when the stUCent tries to 
control the breath in this manner, I 
have known them to feel somewhat 
sick, but after doing it a few times 
and the muscle begins to harden, then 
that peculiar feeling goes and they 
rather enjoy the using of this muscle. 
1 have heard some Songsters say that 
they were so busy that they had no 
time to take on any further study, 
and to this I would say, as I have al- 
ways said, it is a very easy matter 
on their way to work, or while walk- 
ing anywhere for that matter, to 
breathe, hold, and then blow out. They 
may start with breathing in five, hold- 
ing five, and then blowing out ten, and 
graHu;)IIy increase the number, until 
they can take a long breath for a long 
time and blow out with force, or make 
the breath last a long time. 



By a Bandmaster 



QINCE coming west, I have listened 
<^ with interest to the diflerent Bands 
and naturally I have noted their play- 
ing as a whole, then a.s combinations, 
and also the individual i)laying of the 
Band. In some instances, the playing 
has been very good, while others have 
been away below what would be ex- 
pected of a Band in the elementary 
stage. 

Over-blowing seems the general 
fault. 1 remember some years ago, 1 
took charge of a Band, the major 
portion being young fellows lately 
ti-ansferred from the juniors. I asked 
them their ideal of a good player and 
was somewhat sui-prised at the answer: 
"The man who can blow the loudest 
is the best player." I may say they 
were living up to their ideal. Prom 
the playing of many Bands, I take it 
that the above motto is theirs. If 
notice is given to a real good Band 
performing, it will be easily noticed 
that their loudest playing is not nearly 
as loud as some Bands with half the 
number, who over-blow. Why not pu*: 
quality of tone before quantity? 

I have also noticed that most Bands 
have a performer who mu.-^t shine. 
In one Band he phrases differently 
from the others, so that he will be 
playing when the others are breathing, 
forgetting that generally the Band 
should phrase together. In another 
Band, a player has a shrill tone and 
fi-om a distance, the only instrument 
that can really be heard is this chronic 
player who puts his personal likes 
before the interests of the Banrl. In 
another Band I have noticed that a 
certain player has a habit of keeping 



on a note after the conductor has cut 
the Band for a pause, or at the finish 
of a passage. We ali know how ri- 
diculous this sounds, and I am sure 
if thought was given to the interests 
of the Band these faults would soon 
be remedied. 

Reasons for Low Standard of Playing 
and How to Improve 

I would say lack of home practice 
is the main raasor. for the low stan- 
dard. It has been an ever increasing 
wonder to me that Bandsmen who are 
playing for the glory of God and claim 
to be giving their best to His service 
should admit freely that they have not 
played since the last time the Band 
was out. Others do not mind missing 
a day or two in the week, while only 
a few practice every day, and even 
among the number who practice daily 
there seem to be only a few who prac- 
tice w:th any idea of system. 
How to Improve 

When every member of a Band be- 
comes interested enough to practice at 
least an hour a day, then the Band will 
begin to improve. It is needless for 
me to say that the Bandsmen as well 
as the Bandmaster will feel happier. 
To tak«( a Band practice with a number 
of men before you, who you know have 
not been practicing, and to know full 
well that it is useless taking them over 
certain difficult parts, brings anything 
but satisfaction to the Bandmaster, 
and, futhermore, the Bandsmen can- 
not feel very happy. This kind of 
thing may be all right for amateur 
Bands, who have no definite purpose 
in their playing, but not so for a Sal- 



vation Army Band. If Bandsmen, in 
their home practice, take the trouble 
to watch their dynamics, the Band- 
master, in his practice, would be saved 
a deal of trouble. 

The prac':ice of slurring as well as 
sustained notes is a great blessing to 
a Bandsmen. Truly it is necessary for 
a Bandsman to learn clear tonguing, 
and every BandsmKii f h:iuld be able lo 
play a staccato passage in a good, 
clear manner. Nevertheless, the 
Bandsmen should acquire the abili-ty to 
play the sustained notes before he 
tackles the staccato tones. All of us 
know something about the soloist who 
plays ali his pieces in a s*.accaro man- 
ner, and we have also heard the solo- 
ist who could play his solo through 
with every note well sustained, and 
it is needless for me to state which 
is the most enjoyed. Every Bands- 
man should have some knowledge of 
theory. A knowledge of this impor- 
tant branch of the art of music would 
simplify many difficult passages. 
Combination Playing 

At the moment I am thinking of a 
Band where the trombones worked 
beautifully together. It is true that 
they were a little heavy for the remain- 
der of the Band, and their tone as the 
result a little on the coarse side, but 
the way they worked together was all 
that could be expected. On the other 
hand, I have listened to a Band and 
heard the first trombone plainly, but 
little or nothing from the second trom- 
bone. Why this hiding of the second 
parts? They are as important as the 
firsts. Too much cannot be said in 
regard to duets, trios, quartets, etc., 
as this will give a Bandmaster 
the opportunity to see that every man 
gets over his nervousness and learns 
balance of tone.

You all know how bint 
bark will bum. Well, he only had tkm 
matches; he struck two and they went 
out. Father prayed before he struck the 
third one, for it was either life or deafli. 
God answered his prayer, for when he 
struck the match it caught hold of the 
bark. Thank God, He saved father that 
night. 

Mother kept us older ones at eijiM! 
until she went Home m that mansHXi 
which JesM,went to prepare. At tint 
time I wiaffUwelve years old, and Uk 
eldest of the family. After the fiinertl 
father put everyone of us out anratg 
strangers. Our home Was broken, up 
Father liianied a^in and went to Mara 
toba, to Pipestone district. After two 

eears he sent for''my brother next to me, 
ut he refused ,tb go, so 1 went in is 
place, I stayed for a while, but my step- 
mother and I could- not get along, so I 
left home and went to Hartney and 
worked about three years. After thai 
1 thought I would like to visit the old 
home once more, so I went East. But the 
East had no more attraction for me after 
experiencing the West, so I stayed about 
three months, and then started for the 
West again, this time bringing a younger 
brother with me. We went out ulto 
Saskatchewan. 

I started in to batching and it bemg 
lonely I commenced smoking, for some- 
thing to satisfy me, and it became a hiibit 
7 hen, in the wintertime, not having much 
to do, dancing parties started, which I 
attended. This led to card-playing, and 
then to drinking. How a worldly Ue 
does lead one on from bad to worse' 
Then again 1 thought I would like to see a 
little more of the world, so I went to 
Windsor, Ont., in 1916. 

I attended a Salvation Army Meetmg 
and was spoken to by an Army lassie 
about my soul's welfare. I told her I tias 
all right, as I was left in God's care b> m> 
mother. I went out of the Hall more 
miserable than when I entered, and after 
that, when I would hear The Arm> on 
the street I would beat it on to another 
street. I started going across to Detroit 
on Sundays to the picture shows. On 
weekdays I was busy working nt boot 
legging. Getting in poor health 1 \<eRt 
to Dauphin to see my brother, ihinkmg 
I was about to pass to the Great Beyond. 
I worked (or a livery man for abo-at two 
months, j- fterwards I went worku(g 
with my brother, sawing woo:!. One 
Saturday night 1 was passing an Open Air 
Meeting on a street comer in Dauphin 
One of the sisters was speaking and in her 
testimony were the words, "Whort are 
you going to spend Eternity?" 

Thank God for The Army's Oix'n Au^ 
Meetings. That is where 1 first" saw the 
Light and that is where I love to toitifli 
as people that will not come inside can 
hear from God and find Salvation in tte 
Open-Air. Well, I am still saved ana 
happy and working for the extension of 
His Kingdom.
